The Hon. Edwin U. Curtis was sworn 
in of the of Boston 
by Judge Francie ©. Lowell of the 
United States district court today, and 
Col. George H. Doty took the oath of 
office as assistant United States treas- 
urer, to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. 
Curtis’ promotion, before Judge Dodge. 

Mr. Doty immediately took charge of 
the affairs of the subtreasury department 
and Mr. Curtis, after bidding goodby to 
the employees of that department, of 
which he has been the executive head 
for the past four years, retired to the 
custom house, where he entered upon his 
duties as collector of the port. 

The ceremony at the custom house at- 
tending the induction into office of Mr. 
Curtis was simple. ‘The only persons 
present were Judge Lowell, U.S. District 
Attorney Asa P. French, Assistant U. 5S. 
District Attorney William H. Garland, 
Gien. Charles K. Darling, clerk of the) 
United States circuit court, Chief Deputy | 
U. S. Marshal Charles F. Morse and Dan- 
iel J. Knowlton, secretary to the col- 
lector. | 

The desk of the new collector was) 
“ompletely covered with floral tributes, 
Ymesisting of Killarney roses from the em- 
plovees of the sub-treasury, pinks and | 
bachelor’s buttons from the Hon. Curtis |! 
Guild, Jr., American beauty roses from 
Jeremiah J. MeCarthy, surveyor of the 
Sport. aml other contributions from | 
Courtenay Gunild. 

After. the ceremony at the custom 
house Mr, Curtis escorted the retiring 
enllee or. George H. Lyman, to the oftice | 
ot Deputy Collector Munroe, where a | 
genuine surprise was in store for Mr. | 
Lyman. 

Surrounded by prominent members of 
the custom house force, Naval Officer 
James O. Lyford presented to Mr. Lyman 
most feticitouslv, in behalf the em- 
plovees and officials of the local customs 
service, a magnificent Grecian flower 
bowl for a banquet table centerpiece, 
The bowl is of silver, gold lined, 8% 
inches in height, and 13 inches in di- 
ameter. 

The inscription reads: “George Hinck- 
ley Lyman, collector of customs, port of

“In my judgment,” he said, “a 16 or 18- 
foot channel from Haverhill to the sea 
would add 60 per cent to the population 
of Haverhill in 15 or 20 years. it would 
induce big enterprises to locate there 
which now cannot.

The deepening @ifd canalizing of the 
river, however, is not part of the enter- 
prise included in Mr. Cook’s project.

In 1860 the value of property of every 
description in the South was $6,300,000,000. Nearly half of this 
was wiped out by the war, but since then not only has the loss been 
ynade good, but $15.000,000,000 has been added; Astounding though 
the statement may be, the value of property in the South today 1s 
ereater by $5,000,000,000 than that of the entire country fifty years 
avo. But the increase in national wealth has been general, and while 
the South has every reason to be proud of its achievements, it must 
not lose sight of the fact that the East and the West have also been 
prospering. ? | 

There is one thing, however, which flourished in 1860 and for 
ome vears afterward, that has not kept pace with the growth of the 
nation. Sectionalism has had its day, and nothing is more certain 
than that it will never be permitted to dominate this republic again.

THE increasing cosmopolitanism of American 
colleges as well as of the colleges of other 
countries is an influence calculated to 
enlighten and broaden the views of students 
attending those institutions. What the young 
men learn from one another is an important 
part of a college education. The fund of 
information thus acquired may be deemed as | 
well worth while as that imparted by wise 
professors and the printed pages of books. 
In any first-class American college the young man from Oregon or 
Dakota may have for his room-mate a man from Mame or Texas. 
He is likely to have as classmates men from every state of the Union. 
Each brings something of the matters, speech, customs and atmos- 
phere of his home environment. He is a sample of the folk in his 
section of the cotintry. In some way he carries with him wherever 
he goes his mountains or seashore, his forests or prairie. When the 
geography represented by the attendants of a college is broadened 
until it takes‘in other countries of the world the educational value that 
comes of an intimate association of men with men is increased by 
just so mucl’ 

At Harvard University recently a Japanese student, Yoneo Arai, 
of the sophomore class, was approved by the student council as 
second assistant manager of the college baseball team. . Several 
American students were up for the position for which the Japanese 
was chosen. In approving him for the managership of an athletic 
team the athletic management of Harvard established a rather 
striking precedent, tor it 1s said that perhaps never within the history 
of athletics in Cambridge has a foreign student succeeded in qualli- 
fying for a position of this nature. The second assistant manager- 
ship leads to the managership in the senior year, a position to which 
considerable honor is attached. Both Japanese and Chinese students 
seem to be taking an unusually active part in undergraduate affairs 
at Harvard, and the same is true 1n a measure with other American 
colleges. In all the big institutions of learning there are growing 
numbers of young men of all countries and races. They are objects 
of informing interest, one to another, whether seen about the campus, 
during the recitation hour, in the gymnasium or on the athletic field. 
The matching of mental strength and physical prowess, race with 
race, is always edifying. Perhaps no other one feature has 
contributed more to the enjoyment of intercollegiate football in 
America during recent years than has the Carlisle School Indian 
team. 

A strange interest attaches to the movements of another race. 
3y meeting and associating with young men from all corners of the 
earth an observing college man learns much regarding the ‘universal 
brotherhood of men.

on beef is the disposition on the part of the public to make it hot 
for the cold storage warehouse. This valuable adjunct in the game 
of foodstuffs speculation is likely to have a limit put upon the 
time it will be allowed to hold commodities for a top-notch market 
price. 
Count BERNstorFF, the German ambas- 
sador, in his now famous speech at Phila- 
delphia assigned a conspicuous place in 
the world’s economy and politics to the Ger- 
man colonies when he declared that German 
expansion found ample scope in their de- 
velopment. It the resources of these posses- 
sions render the designs on other countries 
or colonies, as attributed to the Pan-Ger- 
manic faction, superfluous and fantastic, 
then German Southwest and I.ast Africa, Togoland and Kamerun, 
German New Guinea and the South Séa Islands, and finally the 
leased territory of Kiaotchou, appear in the light of pledges for in- 
ternational peace. 

A few days ago the official report for 1908-9 on colonial de- 
velopment was submitted to the Reichstag. Its perusal is doubly in- 
teresting at this time, for an Anglo-German agreement on a colo- 
nial basis 1s regarded as imminent and the report may be the pre- 
luminary step to a general improvement in the relations between the 
two empires. It cannot be said that the data given in the colonial 
report convey the idea of vast resources and possibilities, but they 
are equally far from warranting the somewhat contemptuous feeling 
entertained on the subject for many years past, and not the least in 
the German business world. Among the scattered possessions Ger- 
many was able to secure in the general scramble at the eleventh 
hour, Southwest Africa 1s easily the most important. It alone is 
adapted for European settlement on a large scale, and it lies close 
to the new Anglo-Saxon nation, the South African Union, with 
the fortunes of which it 1s manifestly destined to become closely 
associated. While Togo, Kamerun and German East Africa are in- 
teresting commercially, Southwest Africa has social problems. If 
the Germany beyond the seas is to be realized within the present 
German possessions, it, 1s evidently here that the splendid colonizing 
work done by the Germans in South Brazil and South Chile will be 
duplicated, even though Luederitzbucht and Swakopmund cannot 
compare with Valdivia and Blumenau. Accordingly, we read that 
self-government, though 14 failed in East Africa, is now being grad- 
ually introduced into “Deutsch-Suedwest”; that immigration has, 
in a short time, raised the white population from 1177 to 9410, 
eightfold increase; that stagnation has given way to activity—too 
much of it in the diamond and real estate business in the beginning, 
the report says, but now propery controlled—and in conclusion, 
the colony’s trade now totals about $9,000,000, that is $2,000,000 
excess over the last report. 

It is safe to say that the conclusion of the hoped-for agree- 
ments between Germany and Great Britain will fully justify Am- 
bassador Bernstorff’s view of them as a pledge of peace, crowning 
the farsighted and constructive policy of the eminent colonial sec- 
retary, Bernhard von Dernburg

Colonies 
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Ovr national library at Washington, bearing 
the title “Library of Congress;” occupies the 
largest and most costly library building in the | 
world. Located on Capitol hill, a quarter of 
a mile east of the Capitol, the library was 
erected at an expense of over $6,000,000, 
exclusive of the site. Established merely for 
the use of Congress, the institution has 
become a general public library, and under 
the efficient direction of Librarian Herbert 
Putnam it is proving of immense value on various lines. On its 
shelves are over a million and a half printed books and pamphlets 
Accessions last year amounted ‘to 212,119 books. pamphlets and 
manuscripts. They included much historical matter. And it is to 
be noted that Mr. Putnam is rescuing from the government depart- 
ments papers and documents of historical value and transferring 
them to the library, where they are conveniently arranged for use. 
_ The most notable gift of printed matter during the year came 
trom the Chinese government, a set of the great Chinese encyclopedia. 
comprising more than 5000 volumes in Chinese. which Mr. Putnam 
Says constitutes an attempt to embody the entire knowledge of an 
epoch. The transcripts of historical documents relating to colomal 
affairs in America in the public record office and British Musewin in 
London and the Bodleian Library at Oxford are now reaching the 
library, the records so far transcribed aggregating 67.500 folios ot 
toolscap size. 

A very commendable feature of the national library administra- 
tion is the businesslike way in which its affairs are conducted. 
Formerly its publications were to be had free in most instances 
merely by application. Now the number is greater: they are 
catalogued, and may be obtained at stated prices. The Hbrary lends 
books to other libraries in various parts of the United States for the 
convenience of investigators engaged in research calculated to advance 
the boundaries of knowledge. . Ten thousand inquiries that can be 
answered by bibliographic information are replied to by mail yearly 
by the library force. Students from all parts of the country visit 
the library to pursue special research. 

The government may well be proud of the home of the national 
library and its workings. Its designers planned well for the 
future. There is space for over 3,000,000 volumes without curtailing 
the room requisite for readers or exhibits, and with stacks in the 
courtyards its capacity can be increased to over 7,000,000 volumes.

He has been in- 
sistent. He has repeatedly informed the House and Senate leaders 
that he would accept no excuse on their part for failure to carrv 
out the party’s pledge. On Friday he received assurances from those 
who speak for the majority in both houses that a postal savings 
bank law would be enacted this session. This is not only a triumph 
for the President and the people, but it is a stand against political 
duplicity and dishonor.
